KHARPUT MISSIONARIES. 


It Is Shown That No Protection Was 
Given Them Until After the Mas- 
sacre Occurred.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 26.—(Via Sofia, 
Bulgaria, Nov. 27.—The Turkish minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Tewfik Pasha, called upon 
Sir Philip Currie, the British Embassador, 
to-day and announced that the Porte had 
decided to issue the firmans providing for 
the passage through the Dardanelles of the 
extra guardships of Great Britain, Russia, 
Italy and Austria, as additional protection 
needed for the safety of the foreign popu- 
lation here, in view of the recent rioting 
in the streets of Constantinople. This puts 
an end to a very dangerous situation, for 
there is no doubt that the powers would 
have insisted upon having’ the extra gun- 
boats here. 

More ample details have just been re- 
ceived here of the burning of the American 
Mission buildings at Kharput. They show 
that the Turkish Government officials, 
in spite of the abundance of promises of 
protection for the American missionaries 
and their property, made by the Porte to 
United States Minister Terrell and to the 
Americans themselves by the authorities of 
Kharput, have failed utterly to guard the 
Americans. There was no protection of- 
fered or given them until after the massacre 
had actually occurred and after the Ameri- 
can Mission Buildings had been burned. 

It is estimated that the value of the Amer- 
ican property destroyed is about $100,009. 
It consisted of the Girls’ College, the Theo- 
logical Seminary, the chapél and five resi- 
dences. All the burned buildings were loot- 
ed by the mob before being set on fire, and 
all the personal effects of the American 
missionaries, the libraries, scientific instru- 
ments, etc., were stolen. 80 far, only a 
small portion of the property has been re- 
covered.

remarkable because it was not upon one or 
two occasions that Mr. Terrell applied to the 
Porte in their behalf. The Government's 

promises were re'terated upon Ute a 
number of occasions when the United States 
Minister thought it advisable to make rep- 
resentations in behalf of his compatriots. 

Some of the American missionaries, in- 
cluding Dr. and Mrs. Crosby and Wheeler, 
Mr. Ellis and Mrs. Boyadjian and her chil- 
dren, have arrived here. The others mem- 
bers of the Eastern Turkey Mission at 
Kharput elected to remain there for the 
present. 

All reports agree in establishing the fact 
that the rioting was of a most horrible de- 
scription, that several hundreds of Arme- 
mans, men, women and children, were 
butchered, that the massacre seemed to be 
premeditated, and that the Turkish troops, 
f they did not take pers in the slaughter, 
as the Armenians claim, certainly made no 
effort to put a stop to it. 

Mr. Terrell, when informed of the destruc- 
tion of the mission buildings at \K harput, 
made a strong formal protest to the Porte, 
and, as soon as the work of collecting all 
the data necessary ig completed, he will 
make a forma] demand for the immediate 
payment of an indemnity. In fact, Mr. 
Terrell, when. he intimated that this would 
be done was assured that the Turkish Gov- 
ernment would pay the indemnity required 
as soon as all the facts in the case were 
established and the blame placed where it 
belonged.

“What I did say was that I felt positive 
that Mr. Cleveland does not want to serve 
as President for a third term. He feels 
that he has done enough for his country 
and no longer cares for the successés or de- 
feats of politics.

Superintendent Macklind of the Street 
Cleaning Department says it is the duty of 
the Police Department to see that this ordi- 
nance is enforced. Chief Harrigan makes 
no denial of the charge that the responsi- 
bility rests with him, and admits that while 
the ordinance is openly disobeyed no arrests 
have been made for years. 

“Tt is useless,” he sata, “to try to en- 
force the law. My men have no right to go 
into houses and make arrests. All they can 
do is to report violations and then summons 
people to appear in the Police Court. This 
was tried years ago, and we found that by 
the time people were ready to appear the 
snow had melted and their cases were dis- 
missed.“

Another ordinance which is being syste- 
matically ignored is section 1,287, relating to 
Street railroads. It says: 

“All street railroad companies shall keep 
the streets occupied by them between the 
rails and between the tracks where there 
is a double track or more, and for a space of 
twelve inches outside of each rail, in clean 
condition by the removal of all snow, dust, 
dirt, mud and offal therefrom. The snow, 
dust, dirt, mud and offal shall be hauled 
away by the railroad company and shall not 
be deposited on the streets. Every day upon 
which any company fails to comply with this 
section shall constitute a separate offense, 
and the corporation, company, or the presi- 
cent, superintendent or manager thereof, 
offending, shall, on conviction, be deemed 
guilty — a misdemeanor, and be fined not 
less than five dollars nor more than five 
hundred dollars for each offense.” f 

It is the duty of the street inspectors to 
gee that this is enforced, but the snow is 
lying banked up alongside the tracks all 
over the city just as it did Monday night. 
Supt. Macklind says he has notified the man- 
agers to their duty, but they seem to have 
made no effort to obey. Mr. Scullin alone 
sent a reply, and that was to the effect that 
he didn't think he could get men to do the 
work, ard he would have to have more time. 
No effort has been made to compel him to 
obey the law. 0 


Capt. Thomas Macklind, Superintendent 
of Streets, said: “I do not see why the 
police department with its 700 men cannot 
enforce the law. The ordinance contem- 
plates that property owners shall be com- 
pelled to clean their sidewalks or be pun- 
ished. So far as I know they are not dis- 
turbed. It has been suggested that the 


city clean the sidewalks and have it charged 


to the property owners. That would be a 


special tax which could only be levied by 


an amendment to the charter, which would 
require a two-thirds vote of the city. 
This might be done instead: Pass an 
ordinance requiring all sidewalks to be 
cleaned by 7 o’clock in the morning after 
a storm, and then if it is not done, let the 
city as a police regulation clean them 
and charge to the tax-payer. At any rate 
the present ordinance should be enforced 
by the police, or some attempt made in 
that direction at least. 

“Something will have to be done with the 
street car companies. They laugh at the 
law and let the snow lie where it falls. Yes- 
terday I had the crossings cleaned and 
within an hour the railroads had blocked 
them by plowing the snow off their tracks 
end leaving it where it was shoved out. 
It seems to me that the only way to do will 

to have some of them taken into court 
and an example made of them.“

American @ favor if it can help it. Citizens 
of Eu nations are not welcomed, 
but they are treated far better than Amer- 
icans. Consequently our missionaries have 
the 2 difficulty in obtaining the 
smallest favors and are subjected to all 
kinds of petty annoyances. N 
“For instance, a missionary told me that 
he had been for two years trying to secure 
a permit from the Sultan to build a chim- 
ney on his house. To secure these small 
ta vors the intervention of the American 
Minister is necessary and Minister Terrell 
practically useless. Missionaries from 
other countries fare far better as their 
representatives at Constantinople see that 
they get what they want. 
“Everywhere the American Consuls told 
us the same story. They all denounce Ter- 
rell and say that he might as well be a 
Turk. On a recent official tour of the 
American Consulates Mr. Terrell was hand 
in glove with the Turkish officials. Mr. 
Wallace, American Consul at Jerusalem, 
told me that while there, Terrell, in a 
gathering of Turkish officials, told them 
that he was not a Christian, but believed 
in God as they (the Turks) did. s senti- 
ent was loudly applauded by e Sul 


inion ts that Terrell showed him- 
a cad by making such a re- 
mark. Chrietianity is the religion of this 
country, as far as H can be said to have 
a national religion, and in thus discredit- 
tion on his country. He also did incalcula- 
ble harm to the American missionaries in 
Turkey, and they constitute nine-tenths of 
the American residents. Even if Mr. Ter- 
rell is an infidel, and I don’t know whether 
he is or not, it was not the act of a gentle- 
man to say so under such circumstances. 
I do not think even Bob Ingersoll would 
have done such a thing. 
The truth seems to be that Mr. Terrell 
has allowed himself to be soft-soaped into 
forgetting what he is there for. I was told 
that the Sultan had decorated his —Ter- 
rell’s—wife and daughter, and that the Min- 
ister cuts a brilliant fi e in the court so- 
ciety of Constantinople fo the neglect of the 
interests of Americans scattered through 
the Empire who look to him for any con- 
cessions they hope to obtain. Over there 
they told me that the best American Min- 
isters ever sent to Turkey were two Jews. 
One was named Strauss, but I have forgot- 
ten the name of the other, neither can I 
remember what administrations they served 
under. But Americans over there say that 
never have Americans had 80 many privil- 
edges as when those Jews were in Constanti- 
nople. Mr. Terrell has repeatedly written 
to consuls at various points that he didn’t 
want the missionaries to be eternally bother- 
ing him with their troubles. I tell you 
anon an American goes over there and 
hears such things it makes his b boil,

The Deputy Sheriffs who are doing the 
back tax work are not empowered to collect 
I cent. All taxes are paid at the Sheriff's 
Office, where receipts are given for e 
amount paid. The deputies are not pro- 
vided with receipt blanks, but they are pro- 
vided with credentials in the shape of copies 
of the judgment against the person visit 
and other official papers. This power ex- 
tends only to serving notice upon delinquents 
and if that is of no effect of seizing the 
property. At the Sheriff's office it is stated 
for the benefit of the unwary that any one 
outside of the Sheriff’s office who demands 
money in satisfaction of personal tax claims 
is an impostor. 

The tax officials are somewhat elated over 
the progress that is being” made in their 
work. Including the February term judg- 
ments a total of $15,000 was outstanding in 
back tax claims in October. During that 
month $630.41 in judgments was collected, 
besides the court costs, which in almost 
all cases exceeded the amount of the original 
judgment. Already during the present 
month judgments to the amount of $1,801.46 
have been collected, besides the costs. These 
represent 90 judgments, about 15 per cent of 
the entire number, includi those for the 
February term, which can collected up 
to the month of February. Comparatively 
few levies have been made, the majority 
of the delinquents having responded to 
the publications in the Post-Dispatch, while 
with others the notices served by Deputy 
Sheriffs proved sufficient. 

While the greetest leniency is being prac- 
tised in the cases of persons who are too 
poor to pay the entire claims against them, 
even with this leniency the hardships are 
great in many cases. The fact that a 


little effect, though, on the willingness 
of the victims to do the best they can, and 
in some cases partial payments are being 
made where there would be no levy on 
account of their meagre possessions.
